COMMISSIONER'S TALK Is WITH 
SOFT PEDAL DOWN. 


Finds Railroad Managers. in Ad- 
dress Before City Club, Reason- 
able in Their Policies—Senator 


After Franklin K. Kané, Interstate 
Commerce Commissioner, ended a 
conservative address on the “Regu- 
lation of Public Utilities” before the 
City Club at the Westminster Hotel, 
yesterday, Senator John D. Works, 
loud

MILITARY DISCIPLINE. 


Commander of the Department of 
California Philosophizes About the 
Education of a Soldier. 

[BY A. P. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—*Mili- 
tary discipline is as repugnant to the 
average man as school discipline is 
to the average child, but the admin- 
istration of corrective punishments is 
beneficial to both man and child,” 
says Brig. Gen. “Tasker Bliss, com- 
‘manding the Department of Califor- 
nia, in a report to the War Depart- 
ment. 

There was a material decrease in 
the number of courtmartials in the 
Department of California during the 
last fiscal year, as compared with 
the preceding year. Gen. Bliss ails 
attention to the fact that the major- 
ity of the cases come under the cor- 
rective or disciplinary punishments, 
and = the “vindictive or purely 
punitive” class. 

“They indicate discipline and nut 
the lack of discipline; they indicate 
discipline in the process of making,” 
he adds. 

Both in the cases of the soldier and 
the school child, Gen. Bliss continues, 
“the habits of subordination, obed- 
fence, promptness, respect for author- 
ity, cleanliness, etc. have to be 
taught. 

“In the case of the soldier.” he 
adds, “they have to be taught in 
very short time;

SAYS CHIEF ENGINEER. 


Reports to Commission That Large Amount of Money 
Has Been Wasted and That System Cannot Be Com- 
pleted Unless More Is Provided — Cites Instances of 
Large Differences Between Estimates and Cost. © 


VER half a miilion dollars hes 
0 been careleasly wasted in the con- 

struction of good roads in Los 
Angeles county under the $3,500,000 
bond issue in the past three years, 
according to a report filed yesterday 
afternoon by Chief Engineer Frank 
if. Joyner with the Highway Commis- 
sion. 

His report states that only ninety- 
six miles of good roads have been 
completed, at a cost of $1,435,581.76, 
and nearly one-third of the moneys 
expended for better highways and 


under contract. may be augmented by 
the recent action of the Supervisors 
who voted to pay for the stone shoul- 
ders, which will lessen the cort of the 
roads about $1000 a mile, totating in 
the neighborhood of $80,000. From 
$50,000 to $75,000 may acerue to the 
commission from the gale of two rock 
crushing plants. Joyner thinks that 
$100,000 will be saved to the taxpayers 
in building the remaining good roads 
by eliminating carelesences and nar- 
rowing the width of the grading in the 
fifty miles now under construction.

Not even in San Francisco, the hot- 
bed of militant labor-unionism, have they 
carried it to auch a fine point as in’Chicago. 
In that city certain evil unions have regu- 
larly-organized bands of sluggers, whose 
mission is to waylay, beat, maim—even kill 
—those unfortunates who may have Incurred 
the enmity of “organized” labor. 

More. Following the true spirit of union- 
ism, which demands an equal wage for its 
followers, irrespective of ability or skill 
along particular lines, these slugging bands 
operate under what may be termed a union 
scale. 


Thus. For merely beating up some inde- 
pendent soul who refuses to abide by union 
dictation, these hired gentry of the sandbag 
and gas-pipe are paid the stated sum of $50.

Whea, by means of one of these slugging 
attacks, or murders, some shop employing 
labor is terrified into closing its doors or 
into entering the union, a bonus of $500 is 
paid the wielders of the sandbag. 

It must be confessed, however, that in 
paying a bonus the Chicago bosses depart 
from sacred custom. Unionism frowns upon 
the bonus system. The offering of a bonus 
is looked upon by the unions as a means of 
getting more results out of individual work- 
ers, hence opposed to that cardinal princi- 
ple of unionism—the least work for the most 
money.

URTAILMENT OF PRODUCTION. 
Kleven great cotton milis were shut 
down tm Pall River, Mass., early in the pres- 
ent month. The curtailment in production 
for one week exceeded three-fourths of the 
total norma! production of print cloth, yarn 
gpods and fine goods. It amounted to 325, 
000 pieces in goods of all sorts. Many man- 
ufacturers th New England who have not 
yet closed their mills are slowly working up 
the cotton on hand and buying very little 
new cotton.
